We have pleasure_in presenting the fourteenth! installment of our series, 
Gardens of the Great. This is a picture of thejancient house at Oak Hill, Virginia, where 
John Marshall, the first Chief Justice of the United States was born. Surrounding it 
is the garden, pictured as the artist thinks it looked in its hey-day, the. inspiration 
of the picture being an old print of the garden published about the year 1795. 
At the avers. Club in New York City, and many places elsewhere, celebrations

1801, one hundred and twenty-five years ago, of John Marshall to the office of Chief 
Justice of the United States. R.L. Duffus, writing recently in the New YorkTimes, says: 
“This appointment was an event in American History which, in the view of modern 
students of the subject, outweighs in importance any battle ever fought wm North 
America.” 
John Marshall ‘was Chief Justice from 1801 until the time of his death, in 1835, 
and during that time he administered the Oath of Office to five Presidents 
fame rests upon the fact that he did more 
Congresses of his time, to define and determine the final shape of the American 
constitution and government. Senator Beveridge, his biographer, says: “It is undeniable 
and. undenied that America could not have been developed so rapidly 
the power which the law, as announced by Marshall, gave to industrial organization.” 


John Marshall was born Sept. 24th, 1755, in that corner of Virginia between the Potomac 
_and Rappahannock Rivers, which has produced so many great men. He commanded troops 
in the War of the Revolution, serving with great credit and taking part in various battles 
from the beginning to the end of that struggle. i

On nearly all lawns there are unsightly bare spots 
under the shade of trees, which have baffied all efforts 
to get into Grass, but with this mixture there need be 
no further difficulty.

Sow large 
seeds one by one, an inch apart. : Sift earth over all to cover them as deep as twice their diam- 
eter and then press down firmly again with the board. Hard shell seed like Ipomoeas, Can- 
nas, etc., should be soaked in water 24 hours to soften before planting. After sowing lay over 
the bed a piece of thin cotton cloth, and water with a fine spray. When the seeds come up, 
remove the cloth. After this do not let the soil dry out, and raise the sash or pane of glass, as 
the case may be, to admit air on warm days. Seed sowing in permanent beds is not done until 
May 10th to May 15th, with some exceptions already noted. Note that when seeds are sown 
out-doors they should be covered more oer, than if sown indoors or under glass. Cover 
to fully three times the diameter of the seed. Some gardeners lacking a cold frame, plant all 
their annuals out-doors about May 10th, in a temporary seed-bed located along a south wall; 
protected from the sun by a strip of cloth three feet wide and as long as the bed. This is nailed 
on four-feet slats placed about three feet apart. Also use this on cold nights. Prepare the soil, 
and sow the seed in the same way as in a cold frame, but a trifle deeper. Transplant to per- 
manent beds when three true leaves show. 

Transplanting from Cold Frames or Window Boxes. This is done about May 10th to 
15th or whenever the weather is settled. Water the seedlings and also the ground they are to 
be transplanted to, the day before, so that soil conditions are equal. Separate the seedlings 
with a sharp stick, and if they are growing thickly together place a clump of them ip water to 
soften the soil. Transplant when 2 or 3 ‘true’ leaves appear. (See illustration.)

Brief Cultural Directions 


Sowing Sweet Pea Seeds in the Open Ground: When Sweet Peas 
are to be grown from start to fynish in the open ground the seeds should 
be sown at the earliest possible date in spring, even before frosts are over, 
for they are quite hardy. But of course this cannot be done until the 
ground is dry enough to work, i.e., is crumbly, not wet and sticky. The 
object of early sowing is to give the roots as long a time as possible to 
develop before the warm weather excites the tops into rapid growth. 
Slow sturdy top growth and a well developed root-system, roots clear 
down to the cool, rich, moist lower layers of soil before hot weather, is 
one of the secrets of success. After the ground has been prepared, raked 
and leveled, draw a flat furrow with a H&e about 6 inches wide and 
3 inches deep and plant the seeds 2 to 3 inebes apart zig-zag along the 
center of the furrow, cover with about 1 inch of soil, then tramp firm 
with the feet; this will leave the seeds in“a*light depression which will 
hold moisture and hasten germination. When the seedlings have attained 
a height of 2 to 3 inches they should be thinned out to remain 6 to 12 
inches apart, the greater distance is advised for trench culture if the 
plants are expected to develop to their maximum capacity. Cultivation 
should begin just as soon as the plants are large enough to keep the 
surface of the ground loose, admit air and conserve the soil’s moisture. 
At each of the carlier hoeings draw a little of the ridged soil into the 
furrow about the plants until it is all level. This gets the roots down 
deeper where they are less susceptible to the drying out effects of hot 
weather. We do not believe in ridging up the young seedlings as ridges 
turn the water away. The vines are of course to be supported by brush 
or netting.

Notes on the Culture of Pansies 


The Pansy is hardy with slight protection, and thrives best when grown 
cool. In hot exposed situations it deteriorates rapidly. 


PANSIES FROM SPRING-SOWN SEED. Sow the seed any time 
from the 1st of February to April, in shallow boxes or seed pans of fine rich 
sandy soil and placed in a greenhouse, hotbed, or window, where the tempera- 
ture averages 65°. Sow thinly—cover about one-quarter of an inch deep, then 
press the surface with a board—do not allow the surface to dry out, and in 
about three weeks the seedlings should be large enough to be transplanted an 
inch or two apart into similar boxes or pans of fresh soil. Another way to 
raise spring-sown Pansies is to sow the seed thinly in a coldframe about 
March, and transplant when the weather is favorable and the plants are of 
sufficient size. 


PANSIES FROM AUTUMN-SOWN SEED. Sow the seed in July or 
August in the open ground on a finely prepared seedbed sheltered from hot 
sun, or protect with a light covering of salt hay or straw or even burlap bags, 
to keep the ground moist until the seedlings are up. Thin the seedlings to 3 
or 4 inches apart—in about 6 weeks the young plants can be removed to their 
pal mapas ‘aqwering quarters, where they must be again covered with salt 

ay to a depth of about 3 inches after freezing weather sets in. Another way 
to winter over autumn-grown seedlings is to transplant them 3 to 4 inches 
apart according to their size into coldframes, and transplant to flowering 
quarters as early in.the spring as possible.

Notes on the Culture of Gladiolus 


The Gladiolus is a bulbous plant, that is, it is perpetuated by a ‘‘bulb’’ (botanicall 
a“‘corm’’) which form underground between the plant and its roots. When top-growt 
is developed it produces above it a new bulb to which it transfers its functions of storing 
up in embryo and holding in reserve the next year’s roots, foliage and flowers. The 
new bulb after ripening off ts taken up and stored away like a Potato for the next sea- 
son’s planting, thus continuing the annual cycle of the parent Gladiolus bulb. 

he bulbs may be planted top up) as early in the spring as the ground is fil to 
work. In the latitude of New York those planted in April will commence blooming 
in July, and by successive plantings every 2 weeks into the middle of the summer, a 
continuous succession of flowers may be enjoyed untilfrost. If the weather and ground 
is Pe dry, water liberally, particularly when the Gladiolus are developing their buds 
and flowers. 
. The bulbs should be planted from 2 to 4 inches deep; in light soils 4 inches deep, 
in heavy soils 2 inches, in medium heavy soils 3 inches deep. In groups or beds the 
bulbs should be planted 4 to 6 inches apart. A good way to secure a long season of 
bloom in a bed is to plant the bulbs 8 inches apart and then 2 weeks later fill in be- 
tween with another lot of bulbs. If grown in rows the single rows should be 12 inches 
apart or in double rows 18 inches apart.

They are hardy 
even in cold locations with protection, and usually surviving for many 
years. Ideal jlocations are in the shrubbery or herbaceous border 
where the roots are sheltered from the hot sun. Groups of 6 or more 
lilies of a kind, here and there, in such situations are most effective. 
Large isolated clumps or beds of the varieties Auratum, Henryi, Specio- 
sum, Tigrinum, etc., are also very beautiful. They should be planted 8 
6 to 8 inches below the surface in light soils, or 4 to 5 inches below 
in heavy soils; in the latter case the bulbs should be surrounded by 
sand to facilitate drainage. 


Auratum. (The Golden Rayed Lily of Japan.) The flowers are pure 
white, thickly studded with crimson spots, while through the center 
of each petal runs a clear golden band.

Our Pot-grown Roses are superior to the Roses usually sent out be- 
cause they are cut back and potted early in the fall giving ample time 
for root action and to allow the plant to grow naturally. 

They are sturdy and compact and when sent by express with the soil . 
on the roots transplanting scarcely checks their growth. In planting, it 
is only necessary to make a hole a little larger than the ball of earth on 
the plant. After it is set in, firm the soil well around the roots, other- 
wise the dry air will shrivel them up and prevent their development. 

Never set the plants out should the ground be wet and soggy, but wait 
until it is fairly dry. After planting give the soil a thorough soaking, and 
should the earth around the plant be dry it should be thoroughly saturated 
with water a day or so before planting. 

SUCCESS depends in a great measure on the care given to the plants 
after planting. The soil should be stirred frequently with a fork-hoe or 
hand-cultivator, so as to keep it mellow, as well as to keep down weeds. This 
is particularly necessary during dry weather, as ground which is frequently 
cultivated will be found to retain moisture far better than if it is allowed to 
become baked into a hard crust; in addition to this it induces a development of 
young roots close to the surface. Care must be taken, however, not to hoe too 
deeply so as to injure the young roots. Another important point is to cut off all 
the flowers which are past their prime, as not only are they unsightly, but they tend 
to weaken the plant by forming seedpods; by remoying them the strength which would 
otherwise be wasted goes to form new growth, thus increasing the number of blooms.

Dahlias will succeed in any soil which will grow Corn 
or Potatoes, but where a choice can be made, it is best 
to select one rather light, well-drained and moderately 


rich. Before digging or plowing put on well rotted barn- 
yard manure 2 to 3 inches deep and thoroughly incorpor- 
ate it with the soil.
